"At  dawn  of  the  i8th  the  enemy  cap- 
tured Krastnoatav  (34  miles  south  ot 
Lublin),  on  the  VIeprs  and  crossed  up- 
.  atraara.  £>urln|r  the  courae  of  the  llth 
enemy  attacks  between  the  stream  flow- 
ing from  R^btcbevltse  toward  the  vil- 
lage Of  Piaskl  and  the  Vteprs  remained 
without  result.  On  the  right  bank  of 
the  VIeprs  we  "repulsed  near  Kraanostav 
and  tha  River  Volltsa  many  extremely 
stubborn  attacks.  Nevertheless  nei^r 
the  mouth  of  the  VoliUa  and  the  village 
of  OaevaikI  the  enemy  succeeded  In  es- 
tabllshliM  himself  on  the  right  bank  oi 
thia  rlv«r,  after  which  we  iudged  it  ad- 
visable to  ratira  to  our  second  line.  In 
the  region  of  the  village  of  Orabovets 
on  the  llth  we  repulsed  four  furious  en- 
emy attAcka  on  a  wide  front,  supported 
by  a  curtain  of  fire  of  hl»  artillery. 
Between  Oenichva  and  the  Bug  on  the 
evening  of  the  I7t"n.  aftrr  a  (desperate 
attack,  we  drova  the  ejicmy  from  all 
tlie  trenches  previously  occupied  by  him. 
On  tha  Bug  energett.:  tl'ghtlng  continued, 
agalnat  the  enemy,  who  crosaed  on  the 
llth  In  front  of  Ukormoraky-Sokol. 

"On  the  Dniester  the  fighting  con- 
tinued on  the  same  front.

"My  visit  to  Victoria  has  been  one 
of  the  most  interesting  and  pleasurable 
experiences  of  my  life.  This  is  the 
first  time  that  1  have  had  the  pleasure 
of  seeing  your  lovely  city,  and  I  am 
aimply  charmed  with  It.  Sir  Richard 
Mc Bride  and  the  other  friends  who  mat 
me  have  treated  me  most  kindly,  and  I 
shall  never  forget  It;  I  only  hope  thatl 
may  ffome  back  some  day  and  spend  a 
longer   time   here." 

These  were  the  parting  words  of  Mr. 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  spoken,  to  a  Colon- 
ist reporter  after  the  brief  visit  of  the 
ex-Prealdent  of  the  United  States  to 
Victoria  on  Sunday  afternoon.  The 
steamer  bearing  tha  distinguished  oitl- 
sen  of  the  neighboring  republic,  tteugh 
scheduled  tp  reach'  here  at  >:!•  p.m., 
decked  half  aii  hoar  .  earlier,  and  thIa 
prevented  the  attendance  of  many  In 
time  to  attend  the  reception  ceremonies, 
which  ware  In  the  hands  of  Sir  Richard 
McBrlde,  the  lion.  D.  M.  I^berts.  Mr.  R. 
W  I'erry,  Mr.  Frank  9ehl,  Mr.  John, 
Cochrane,  and  Mr.  J.  D.  O'Connell,  ot 
the  Canddlan  Club;  and  Alderman  Me- 
Ntiii,  representing  the  City  Council: 
Judge  Freeman,  United  States  Consul 
Mosher,  and  Colonel  Henry  C.  Payne. 

C.  P.  R.  officials  had  arranged  facili- 
ties for  the  reception  committee  to  meat 
the  diMtlnguiabed  visitor  at  the  gang- 
way, and  here  Introductions  were  made 
and  greetlnga  exchanged.  The  appear- 
ance of  Mr.  Roosevelt  was  the  signal 
for  a  great  outburat  of  cheering  from 
the  large  crowd  which  had  assembled 
In  that  vicinity,  amongst  whom  ware 
many  cltlsena  of  tha  United  States 
wearing  American  flags.  As  soon  as 
the  party  emerged  from  the  landing 
stage,  motor  cars  were  boarded,  with 
tht  intention  of  utllUng  all  the  time  at 
the  disposal  of  the  party  for  a  sight- 
sneing  tour  of  the  city  and  environs. 
But  the  crowd  shouted  for  a  speech,  and 
Mr.  Ilooaevelt.  liignified  his  intention  of 
acceding  to  the  request. 

Kafeaa  a^  Spoaeh 

The  motor  car,  In  which  were  Mr. 
Moosevelt.  Sir  Richard  McBrlde,  Mr. 
Frank  Mehl  and  Mr.  Perry,  was  there- 
upon driven  a  short  distance  up  the 
western  driveway  to  the  Parliament 
Buildings,  and  halted.  It  was  Immedi- 
ately surrounded  by  a  throng  of  ad- 
mirers, who  listened  attentively  to  .the 
three-minute  address. 

After  thankug  Sir  Richard  McBrlde 
and  the  membcra  of  the  reception  com- 
imrtBe  tiir  ttii  wiwny  p*6epTion~  wWcir 
had  been  accorded  him,  Mr.  Roosevelt' 
declared  that  he  had  been  very  favor- 
at>ly  Impressed  with  Canada  during  his 
Journey  westward  over  the  C.  P.  R,  On 
the  Prairies  he  had  marvelled  at  the 
wonderful  wheat  crops, '  but  there  was 
nn  even  more  marvelous  thing  In  Caiy 
Ada,  and  that  was  the  fine  crop  of  men 
and  women,  who  were  Just  new  showing 
thst  they  were  determined  to  axerclaa 
the  highest  duties  of  dttaenshlp. 

Canada,  he  said,  waa  to  be  compli- 
mented upon  tha  splendid  contribution 
she  had  made  to  the  •Brltiah  foreas  on 
the  fighting  line  who  were  striving  to 
uphold  the  banner  of  freedom  and  civil- 
isatton.  They  had  the  best  of  reason 
for  being  proud  of  the  achievements  of 
the  Canadian  boys  who  were  serving 
at  the  front,  and  when  he  was  told  that 
vpwarda  of  IIO.IM  men  had  been  put 
under  arms  In  Canada,  he  waa  amaxed, 
for  If  soch  a  thing  bad  bean  auggeatad 
a  ahort  time  ago.  It  would  have  been 
held  to  be  Impoaatble.  Every  Canadian 
should  be  proud  of  tha  privilege  which 
had  con<e,  to  them  to  fight  wftli  the 
Alllod  forces.  Words  were  uselass;  It 
was  only  deeds  that  counted ;  and  the 
man  who  took  up  arma  la  defeaca  of 
bis  country  waa  performing  the  hlgheat 
duty  which  ever  came  to  him.  Tha 
achievements  of  the  Canadian  force*  on 
thi    field  of  battle  would  live  forever. 

Referring  to  his  trip  through  Waat- 
ern  Canada.  Mr.  Rooaevelt  aald  that  he 
had  always  ftit  that  tha  Dominion  was 
a  great  country,  with  a  great  future, 
but  after  what  he  had  aaaa  thia  im- 
prasaloB  waa  straagthaaad  tan-foM.

London.  Jnly  is.— The  appointment 
of  an  Invention  board  of  sclentmc'men, 
with  Lord  Klaher,  recently  Klrat  Sea 
Lord  of  the  Admiralty,  as;  Its  head  to 
asalBt  the  British  Navy,  was  largely  tha 
result  of  the  iUggestton  made  by' Lord 
Bryce,  former  Ambassador  to.  the  Unit- 
ed States.,  to  tha  House  of  Lords,,  and 
.Ifillowlng  upon  a.,  diacusaloo  in  ^whloh 
slm41ai-  proposala  were  made  by  Sir 
Wm.  Ramsay  and  other  eminent  scien- 
tists. 

Lord  Bryce  pointed  out  that  the  coun- 
try not  only  needed  flghttng  n^en,  biit 
ahould  mobilise  Ita  Invanttve  Ingenuity 
in  chemistry,  medianics,  engineering, 
physics — ^the  whole  range  of  science. 
While  the  American  navy  -  wss  a  few 
daya  ahead  of  the  British  In  launch- 
ing thif,  plan,  iccording  to  the  oables, 
its  Inception  in  both  countries  was  due 
to  the  losaona  of  tha  war. 

The  Admiralty  reoalved  16.000  offers 
Of  new  aciantiflc  devices  during  the  nrst 
Ave  months  of  thte  war.  Many  were 
from  Americana.  Another.  1I.I00  doubt- 
leas  came-  under  th's  stimulus  of  the 
last  Bve  months.  Of  the  first  11.000 
a  board  undertook  to  sort  the  wheat 
from  the  chaff  to  eliminate  tba  "crank" 
proposala  and  reduced  to  twenty-five 
tbe  numbar  which  In  the  board's  judg- 
ment ware  worthy  of  any.Vattentlon. 
Another  board  has  scrutinised  these 
twanty-flv«  mare  rigidly  and  reduced 
tham  to  Juat  two.  Th«se  two  are  be- 
ing worked  out  with  every  precaution  of 
aecrery  and  every  prospect,  it  la  de- 
elarad.  of  glvtag  a  aurprlse  in  mechan- 
ical warfare  axceading  anything  pro- 
duced by  the  OermaoB.

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many  Indications  that  Oermany  la  faat 
ripenlnr  toward  "peace  with  honor  and 
aafety" — on  her  own  terms — although 
one  would  probably  never  auapect  It  If 
b«  conAnad  hlmaaU  to  raadinc  the  Car- 
man papers  unlesa  he  read  very  care- 
fully between  the  lines  of  certain  In- 
spired articles  and  aeml-offlcial  iitate- 
ments. 

Soundingr  public  opinion  personally— 
the  only  satiirfactory  way  of  getting  in- 
formation here — I  find  that  next  to 
"American  ammunition,"  the  question 
most  frequently  asked  me  by  Oermana 
ia  "When  aire  we  going  to  have  peace?" 
"Hbw  long  ia  it  going  to  last?'  Often 
the  hope  of  an  early  and  favorable  peace 
ia  veiled  in  the  volunteered  remark  "It 
can  last  a  long  while  yet." 

Theae  apontaneoua  opinions  and  quec- 
tlons  about  the  probable  duration  of  the 
war  I  encounter  chiefly  in  Ulldng  with 
I'Worlcmen  and  workwomen,  small  shop- 
keepera,  employees,  etc.  When  you  seek 
your  sources  of  opirtlon  higher  up  4he 
social  acale.  you  And  that  you  yourself 
have  to  do  the  questioning,  and  the 
higher  you  go  the  more  persistent  you 
must  be  in  order  to  turn  the  conversa- 
tion in  peace  channels.  Under  the  aiir- 
face  reticence,  however,  you  discevar 
that  big  business  men,  flnancicrs,  pfo> 
fesslonal  man,  and  even  members-^ 
tiie  military  caste  are  doing  some  h||rd 
thinking — and  in  not  a  few  cases  some 
constructive  speculating — on  the  subject 
of  peace.  You  get  the  Impression  from 
your  interriewa  that  the  dove  of  peace 
will  get  a  great  ovation  any  time  it 
turns  up,  alwayM  provided  that  it  ia  a 
pro-Clerman  dove,  bearing  In  its  bill  not 
only  an  olive  twig  but  a  fat  indemnity, 
choice  colonies,  chunks  of  Krance,  Itus- 
sia  and  Belgium.  iVotwithatandtng  the 
Bub-eurface  peace  talk,  there  is  not  the 
slightest  evidence  tliat  OCtmany  is  will- 
ing to  quit  either  now  or  in  the  imme- 
diate future;  To  the  Well-dittciplined 
Oerman  public  opinion,  a  peace  that 
would  leave  .(Jermany  in  the  "Htatus  quo 
ante  belfum"  is  quite  unthinkable.  In 
the  opinion  of  many  well  Informed  Oer- 
mana it  all  simmerH  down  to  the  pro- 
position that  th<>  IcngtIi  of  the  war  now 
la  "up  to  England."  "What  will  Eng- 
land do"?  is  the  question  which  most 
interests   them. 

■one  Speoulattoaa 

A  German  who  la  in  touch  with  many 
leaders  of  German  thought  and  some  of 
Germany's  most  influential  politicians 
hoIdH-  the  novel  "glory-enough-for-ali" 
theory  as  to  the  probable  solution  of  the 
world  war  deadlock.  "The  war  will  end 
sooner  than  most  people  think."  my  in- 
formant said.  "It  will  and  by  Oerntan^ 
and  ICngland  making  up  and  ahaklng 
hands;  with  France  and  Austria  the 
principal  losers.  Tiiere  is  considerable 
talk  about  continuing  to  keep  the  rich 
agr l£.uUuraL.  dia tr icta_or  France..  Indud - 
ing  the  coal  fields  and  iron  mln<-H,  In 
German  hands.  Most  of  those  with 
whom  the  question  was  talked  over  con- 
sider it  almost  as  a.  foregone  conclusion 
that  Germany  will  keep  the  Industrinl 
chunk  of  Poland  which  she  now  liolds. 

AS  an  interesting  serious  contribu- 
tion to  the  situation,  the  following  "trial 
balance"  of  what  Germany  has  won  and 
■lost  In  the  course  of  the  war,  by  the 
geographer  Dr.  Penk,  who  enjoys  an  in- 
ternational srientiltc  reputation,  de- 
•<>rveH   careful  consideration: 

"Our  enemies'  lands  have  an  area 
thirteen  times  as  great  as  those  of  Oer- 
many and  our  allies,  and  five  times  as 
many  inhabitants.  But  as  their  colonial 
population  does  not  fall  very  heavily 
into  the  scalen,  and  Japan  does  not  count 
at  all  on  the  continent  of  Kurepe,  the 
real  relative  strength  may  be  taken  aa 
two  to  one.  Our  quick  attack  at  the 
West  front  made  It  possible  to  cany  the 
war  at  Once  into  the  enemy's  counto- 
Un  the  debit  side  of  the  ledger,  howeYcr. 
we  must  enter  the  hostile  tone  in  the 
neutral  countries  because  of  our  viola- 
tion of  Belgium,  which  In  realitv  had 
been  broken  long  before  by  her  Joining 
our  rnpmlrs.  We  have  now  occupied  in 
Belgium  anil  Krance  50,«00  square  kilo- 
metres with  10.000,000  inhahitanta,  and 
this  territory  embraces  the  moat  Int- 
porlant  Iron  and  coal  flelda  and  the  most 
valuAble  agricultural  territory  of  our 
enemiea.  while  In  Germany  only  ohoac 
«00  square  kllometrca  are  at  present  in 
the  theatre  of  war.

Giuseppe  Garibaldi  Falls  Prey 
to  Austrian  Submarine  After 
Engaging  In  Bombardment 
of  Port  of  Cattaro. 


ROME.  July  II.— An  lUlian  cruisOr 
squadron,  compristag  the  Varaaa,  Fran- 
ceooo  Ferrucio,  Oiuseppa  Garibaldi  and 
Vettor  PIsani,  proceeded  at  an  early  hour 
on  Sunday  morning  to  Cattaro,  an  Aus- 
trian seaport  in  Dalnsatia,  and  opened 
fire. 

During  the  coutse  of  the  operations 
the  Italian  commander  discovered  that  a 
number  of  Austrian  battleships  had 
taken  ref\ige  in  the  harbor.  These,  al- 
though not  of  modern  type,  would  have 
been  able  effectively  to  face  the  some- 
what slow  Italian  squadron.  Hence  the 
Italian  crulsera  retired.  . 
^As  the  cruisers  were  withdrawing 
Austrian  submarines  ware  seht  out  to 
attack  them.  According  to  the  ofllclat 
report,  the  Giuseppe  Garibaldi  was  able 
to  avoid  the  first  attack,  but  a  few 
minutes  later  was  struck  by  a  torpedo 
and  sank.  The  crew  Jumped  into  tnt. 
sea  and  the  majority  of  them  were 
eaved. 

The  following  ofHcial  sutement  was 
Issued  tonight: 

"At  dawn  on  July  IS  a  dl vision  of 
our  old  armored  cruisers  approached 
Cattaro  and  bombarded  and  seriously 
damaged  the  railway  nearby. 

"While  our  vessels  were  retiring  they 
were  attacked  by  enemy  submarines, 
and  the  cruiser  Giuseppe  Garibaldi, 
after  having  avoided  the  flrst  attack, 
was  struck  by  a  torpedo  and  sunk.  Tha 
crew  maintainffil  their  calm  and  nearly 
all  were  aaved."

into  the  Hussion  lines,  affirms  that  the 
result  of  the  war  will  be  cerUin  If 
Germany  faila  In  this  great  advance. 
He  sounds  a  note  of  warning  also  for 
the  Entente  powers.  The  editorial 
says: 

"Oermany  at  least  Is  opening  an  at- 
tempt not  merely  to  sweep  across  the 
whole  of  Eastern  Russia,  biit  to  envelop 
and  destroy  the  main  part  of  the  Rua- 
sian  armies,  so  as  to  open  the  path  to 
Turkey  in  Asia. 

"The  next  few  months,  even  the  next 
few  weeks,  may  be  remembered  as  the 
most  important  phase  of  this  Arma- 
geddon. 

''The  measure  of  the  AlUea'  success 
at  the  end,  and,  above  all,  of  the  sub- 
aequent  position  which  this  Empire  Is 
to  hold  in  the  world  will  be  determined 
absolutely  by  the  measure  of  Britain's 
organising  exertions  b^th  with  regard 
to  material  and  men  between  now  and 
the  end  of  the  Autumn. 

"We  have  a  second  chance,  and  a  good 
one,  we  will  never  have  a  third.  That 
Is  now  gravely  understood  by  every 
Minister  in  the  Cabinet,  whose  members 
will  put  away  squabbling,  hesitation  and 
red  tape,  to  get  forward  unmistakably 
with   the  Job  whereon   dependa  our  all. 

"Germany  is'  now  'opening  her  su- 
preme effort.  We  have  long  said  that 
Germany's  supreme  effort,  when  It  came, 
would  stagger  the  imagination. 

"Russia's  task  is  one  of  gigantic  diffi- 
culty, and  wo  shall  see  how  tbe  Orirind 
Duke,  his  masterly  lieutenants,  and  the 
arouaed  Russian  nation,  ore  likely  to 
cope  with  it.  They  know  that  if  they 
get  through  next  month  in  fair  safety 
they  will   be  afterw|irdtt  invulnerable. 

"It  Is  certain  thsi  thj'  tlrsnd  Duke 
has  long  since  pen.itrnte-l  the  mind  of 
his  enemies,  ^nd  is  not  to  bo  taken  by 
aurprise.  The  result  of  the  crowning 
fight  for  the  Polish  salient  must  be 
awaited  during  the  next  two  nonths 
with  abscft-bing   excitement. 

"If  the  Grand  Duke's  centiai  armies 
could  be  enveloped  and  destroyed,  all 
the  rest  of  the  much  easier  effort  Would 
undoubtedly  b«.  made  to  sweep  to  Kiev 
and  the  Black  Sea,  break  through  the 
Balkans  and  Join  hands  with  the  Turk, 
now  in  dire  need. 

"The  Russians  could  retreat  for  a 
month  steadily,  strengthening  instead 
ot  weakening  as  they  went  backward, 
until  they  coud  turn  with  crushing 
atrongth  when  the  Germans  were  furth- 
est from  their  base. 

"If  the  Germans  fail  in  their  supreme 
effort  In  the  next  few  months  or  weeks, 
they  must  fail  altogether,  both  hy  land 
and  sea."

LONDON.  July  19.— The  Berlin  NorU 
Deutache  Ail«gemclne  Zeitung  publlshea 
what  purports  to  be  the  details  of  tho 
negotiations  in  1912  looking  to  an 
Anglo-German  rapprochement,  in  which 
VlHuounl   iialOane,    then   BritlHh     Hccre- 


tary  of  Slate  foi*  WSI*,  lOOk  A  proml- 
nent  part.  The  substance  of  the  article 
is  contained  In  a  dispatch  (rom  Berlin 
received  by  Keuter's  Telegram  Company 
via  Amsterdam,  and  the  article  is  pub- 
lished "in  order  to  disprove  Viscount 
Httldane's  statement  that;  his  efforts  for 
peace  were  frustrated  by  Germany." 

According  to  an  official  statement,  the 
paper  points  out,  Germany  offered  dif- 
ferent forms  of  neutrality.  The  first 
draft  of  the  treaty  ran: 

"Should  one  of  the  contracting  parties 
become  engaged  in  war  with  one  or 
more  powers,  then  the  other  contracting 
party  shall  adopt  at  least  an  attitude 
of  benevolent  neutrality  and  exert  every 
effort   to   localise   the  conflict." 

England  declined  to  accept  this,  and 
made   the   following  counter-proposal: 

"England  shall  make  no  unprovoked 
attack  on  Germany  and  ahall  refrain 
from  an  aggreaslve  policy  with  regard 
to  Germany.  An  attack ,  on  Germany 
forms  the  basis  of  no  treaty,  nor  is 
such  object  aimed  at  in  any  combination 
to  which  England  belongs,  and  Eng- 
land will  not  be  a  party  to  any  arrange- 
ment  which   aims   at   auch   an    attack." 

This  proposal  waa  not  acceptable  to 
Germany.  Tbe  words  "unprovoked 
attack."  says  the  statement,  as  quoted 
by  the  paper,  were  held  to  ba  too  elas- 
tic to  form  the  baats  of  a  special 
treaty  of  friendship.  In  that  the  assur- 
ance (ontalned'in  the  BngUah  proposer 
was  dtrtijled  by  Germany  as  constituting; 
ordinary  uiternatlonal  relations.  Ger- 
many  then  proposed: 

"Should  one  of  the  contracting  parties 
become  involved  in  .a  war  with  one  or 
more  powers,  and  it  cannot  be  said  that 
the  contractln»r  party  is  the  aggrensor, 
then  the  other  contracting  psrty  will 
observe  towe.ru  him  at  leu«t  benevolent 
r<«!Utrality  a>id  strive  toward  the  locali- 
sation of  the  conflict.  The  contracting 
parties  reciprocally  hind  themselves  to 
come  to  an  agreement  regarding  their 
altitude  in  the  event  of  one  of  them  be- 
Ing  forced  to  declare  war  through  the 
open  negotiations  of  a  third  party." 

Sir  EUiward  Grey,  British  Secretary 
for  Foreign  Affairs,  rejecteil  this,  but 
made  the  following  proposal: 

"Since  both  powers  mutually  desire 
to  ensure  peace  and  friendship  among 
themselves,  England  declarcn  that  she 
wilt  make  no  unprovoke^l  attack  on  Ger- 
many, and  will  not  participate  In  such. 
England  will  also  refrain  from  an 
aggressive  policy   toward   Germany." 

Thin  sentence  wss  to  replace  the  flrst 
sentence  in  the  previous  proposal.  Ger- 
many consented  to  discuss  the  proposal, 
but  made  further  negotiations  depen- 
dent on  assent  to  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

"England  will  naturally  preserve  n 
benevolent  neutrality  In  the  event  of 
war  being  forced  on  Germany." 

Sir  EMward  Grey,  however,  because  of 
the  decision  of  the  Britlnh  Cabinet,  de> 
dined  to  go  further  than  the  proposed 
formula,  basing  his  refusal  "on  the  fear 
of  otherwise  endangering  existing 
friendly  relatiom  t>etween  England  and 
other  powers,"  whereupon  Germany,  d«- 
clined  to  continue  the  negotiations.

We  are  asked  to  explain  a  few  mat- 
ters connected  with  the  Machine  Gun 
Fund.  Bbout  which  there  seems  to  be 
»om«  doubt.  One^  would-be  subscriber, 
who  is  willing  to  give  the  price  of  one 
weapon,  wanta  to  know  what  the  cost 
will  be.  Our  information  is  that  the 
most  modern  type,  and  that  best  adapt- 
ed for  service  In  the  field,  costs  $1,000. 
Two  weapons  are  largely  manufactured 
on  this  continent,  and  the  firms  respon- 
albte  Hava  received  considerable  con- 
tracts from  the  Canadian  and  British 
Governments.  One  of  the  types  of  ma- 
chine guns  produced  weighs  30  pounds, 
but  to  be  flred  it  must  be  mounted  on  a 
•••pound  tripod.  Its  capacity  la  4tO 
shots  a  minute  and  It  coata  II60.  An- 
other type,  that  lyas  now  been  adopted 
largely  in  tha  British  Army,  weighs  only 
as    pounds,    coats    fi.dOO     and    has    a 

-jDApaslty.  aa  high  aa  •btt  rauada  par 
minute.  It  is  possible  for  a  strong  man 
to  use  It  aa  an  ordinary  rifle.  Its  porta- 
bility and  simplieity  In  handling,  cou- 
pled  with  Its  great  capacity  of  fire,  maka 
It  an  ideal  weapon  In  the  trenches.  The 
Idea  in  the  campaign  to  raise  funds  in 
British  Columbia  was  that  this  gun 
ahoMld  be  used,  as  tha  best  is  none  too 
good  for  our  troops.  A  factory  for  Ita 
manutaotusa  haa  been  aatebliahed  at 
Mantraal,  so  that  tha  money  subscribed 
towards  the  fuad  will  be  expended  in 
Canada. 

Another  would-ba  subscriber  asks  why 
It  should  be  naeaasary  for  Individual  ef- 
fort to  do  what  ahould  be  tha  duty  of 
the  dovernment.  We  are  afraid  it 
avaryoaa  halted  to  argua  on  theae  lines 
tba  war  might  go  on  forever.

It  any  person  had  been  looking  over 
the  Htralts  between  8  and  9  o'clock 
yesterday  morning  ho  would  have  seen 
a  bargu  towed  by  a  tug  and  carrying  a 
full  complenunt  of  railway  freight  cara 
How  frequently  this  can  be  seen  we  do 
not  know,  but  If  It  had  only  happened 
once,  It  would  b«j  an  object  lesson  of 
great  value.  If  we  would  take  Its  signi- 
ficance to  heart.  We  assume  these  cars 
cams  from  Vancouver,  but  w*  do  not 
know.  Neither  do  we  know  where  they 
were  going,  but  wa  suppose  their  desti- 
nation was  ISsiulmalt  We  do  not  know 
what  they  brought  to  Esquimalt;  we  do 
not  know  If  they  took  anything  back. 
We  do  know  that  by  auch  means  freight 
of  all  kinds  can  be  brought  from  the 
Mainland  railway  terminals  of  all  the 
railways  and  freight  of  all  ktnda  ori- 
ginating or  brought  here  can  ba  carried 
to  tha  Mainland  Urmlnala, — Of-aoueao;- 
everybody  ought  to  have  known  thia 
before:  but  seemingly  everybody  did  not. 
or  we  would  not  have  been  favored  with' 
letters  telling  us  that  the  port  of  Vio- 
taria  could  never  be  made  a  point  for 
the  assembly  and  distribution  of  ocean- 
borne  freight*.  Carloada  of  timber  have 
been  ahlpped  with  more  or  less  regular- 
ity from  Island  mills  to  points  on  the 
Tralrles  during  the  last  decade.  For 
more  than  that  period  regular  trains 
have  been  arriving  dally  at  the  city  from 
tbe  lines  on  tha  Mainland;  aad  yet 
there  are  people  who  are  persuaded  that 
this  cannot  be  done  on  a  very  large 
seals,  and  that  we  are  wasting  effort 
when  we  advocate  such  a  thing.

Vancouver,  loaded  with  a  couple  of  ears,' 
towed  over  to  Ladyanltk  and  sent  down 
Into  tbe  alty,  where  It  was  kept  on  ex- 
blbition  ta  akow  that  Viatarta  needed 
no  other  railway  facUlttaa  tkaa  It  than 
bad.  Tkia  deaaaatratlaa  kad  aaqetly 
tka  okvaalta  eSaet  to  tkat  wklak  waa 
lataadad.

demand  that  ahe  shall  conaent  to  become 
a  road,  whereby  munitions  of  war  may 
be  thrown  Into  Turkey.  If  she  should 
couaent.  tha  Allies  would  b«  JustlAed 
In  employing  every  means  In  their 
power  to  block  the  road,  and  thus  Rou- 
mania would  experience  all  the  horrors 
of  war  without  being  engaged  In  It.  Of 
course  such  a  position  la  Impossible. 
If  Berlin  and  Vienna  press  their  de- 
mands, Roumania  must  fight  either  the 
Teutons  or  tbe  Allies.  Reports  say 
that,  if  she  muat  make  a  choice,  she 
win  favor  the  Allies.  Russia  has  al- 
waya  been  in  a  sense  a  guardian  of 
Roumania. 

The  geograptaloal  situation  of  Rou- 
mania becomes  Interesting  In  this  con- 
nection. 8he  is  cut  off  from  Turkey  by 
Bulgaria,  but  apparently  the  Teutonic 
alliei  believe  tbajt,  if  she  !s  to  be  a 
"road,"  there  will  be  no  difficulty  with 
the  mora  aoutberly  kingdom.  On  tbe 
ipst  Roumania  is  coterminous  with' 
JHuasla  for  a  considerable, distance,  and 
if  the  Csar  has  any  troO(u|  to  spare, 
ba  can  readily  send  them  Ipto  the 
country.  On  the  west  she  adjoins  ijar- 
bla.  The  latter  kingdom  is  cut  off 
from  the  sea.  but  the  Serbs  have  al- 
ready shown  that  there  is  a  road  to 
the  Adriatic  across  Albania,  so  that  it 
Is  possible,  if  It  Is  found  necessary,  to 
send  In  troops  from  the  West  tp  the 
Roumanian  frontier. 

An  opinion  seems  to  prevail  In  Ber- 
lin. Vienna  and  tha  capltala  of  tbe  En- 
tente powers  that  Roumania  will  stand 
firm  upon  her  rights  as  a  sovereign 
power.  We  have  In  the  Insolent  de- 
mand made  upon  ber  one  more  illus- 
tration of  tbe  Teutonic  Idea  that  smaU 
nations  have  no  rights,  Wi'ilch  largo 
empires  are  bound   to  respect.

Mr.  George  Bury,  vice-prealdent  of 
the  C.  P.  R.,  apent  Sunday  in  the  city 
In  the  course,  of  a  tour  of  the  Weatern 
territory  covered,  by  the  great  trans- 
oontlnenUI  -  system.  He  waa  accom- 
panied to  Victoria  by  Mr.  Grant  Hall, 
vloe-prealdent  and  general  manager  of 
the  weatern  lines,  and  Mr.  H.  R.  Drum- 
mond-Hay,  aon-in-law  of  Mr.  Bury.  Here 
the  party  found  awaiting  them  Mr.  W. 
B.  Lanlgan,  aaalaUnt  freight  and  traf- 
fic manager,  with  headquartera  at  Win- 
nipeg, who  had  been  in  the  eity  since 
Friday.  During  the  party's  atey  at  the 
Bmpreaa,  among  the'  mimeroua  oallera 
were  Sir  Richard  and  Lady  MoBrlde. 

In  an  Interview  with  The  Colonist  Mr. 
Bury  expressed  himself  as  well  satis- 
fied with,  conditions  in  the  Weat  He 
reiterated  the  opinions  he  had  expressed 
In  an  interview,  that  there  waa  every 
indication  that  the  wheat  crop  on  the 
Prairies  would  be  the  largest  on  re- 
cord, despite  the  somewhat  unfavorable 
weather  which  had  been  reported  a  few 
daya  aga  With  the  advent  of  the  hot 
weather,  which  seemed  at  hand,  there 
waa  every .  assurance  that  the  wheat 
would  ripen  properly  and  tliat  the  har- 
veat  would  be  a  rich  one. 

In  reapect  to  conditions  In  British  Co- 
lumbia, he  said  that  the  Province  was 
ekperlencing  the  same  degree  of  em- 
barassment  due  to  the  crlaia  of  the  war 
which  waa  being,  felt  all  over  the  world, 
but  after  viewing  what  waa  being  done 
ln<  the  effort  to  Increase  production, 
many  evidencea  of  which  were  to  be 
found  along  the  line  of  the  C.  P.  R.. 
be  waa  sure  that  the  Province  ultimate- 
ly would  be  all  the  better  for  the  trying 
period  ao  manifest  at  present

Mr,  Bury  aald  that^  during  his  exten- 
sive trip  through  Manitoba,  Saskatche- 
wan and  Alberta,  he  bad  had  the  oppor- 
tunity of  dlacussing  the  commercial 
and  agricultural  situation  with  many 
business  men,  aa  well  as  farmcra,  and 
he  had  found  everybody  In  the  most  op- 
ttmlatla   and  aourageoue  mood.    -fat-IHe 


Judgment  thla  attitude  waa  warranted 
by  the  facta.  The  reaourcea  of  the  coun- 
try, updn  wMlch  the  marveloua  advance- 
ment of  paat  yeara  had  been  based, 
atlU  remained  with  the  country.  Aa  a 
matter  of  fact,  these  resources  were 
mtfre  valuable  today  than  ever  before. 
The  price  of  everything  the  farmer  had 
lo  sell  was  higher  now  than  It  waa, 
aay  three  yeara  ago. 

Mr.  Bury  was  much  pleaaed  to  note, 
he  aaid,  that  the  farmera  of  the  North- 
west were  more  and  more  going  In  for 
mixed  farming,  and  thla  would  lead  to 
pcnnanent  proaperlty.

At 
nfxt  Monday  evening's  meeting  Af  tha 
City  Council  tho  annual  tax  by-law  will 
probably  ho  before  the  board  for  coa- 
sideratlan  and.  in  view  ot  economies 
which  have  t>cen  effected  in  the  annaal 
outlay,  the  cut  In  the  tax  rate  Is,  Al- 
derman McMellt.  chairman  of  the  fi- 
nance committee,  aaserts.  'quite  poa- 
alble  LrfMt  year  the  net  rata  to  those 
Who  paid  their  annual  taxes  before  the 
test  date  for  discount,  was  20  mills. 
Taking  Into  account  the  reduction  of 
over  |>.MP,94M  in  aaaessment  values, 
aad  the  reduction  In  the  rate,  it  la  pre- 
dicted that  this  year  the  ratepayers  will 
be  called  upon  to  pay  about  one-fifth 
less  In  tsxes.

WITH  BY  PROF.  KLINCK

At  the  Summer  school  yesterday 
morning  Professor  U  ».  Kllnck.  dean 
of  the  .\griculturc  College,  University 
of  British  Columbia,  gave  an  instruc- 
tive lecture  on  the  "Improvement  of 
Field  Crops  by  Selection  and  Breeding." 
The  ici-ture  was  attended  by  a  targe 
nifmber  of  teachers,  which  was  ren- 
dered doubly  comprehensive  by  the  dls- 
Ptay  of  a  large  number  of  tantem 
slides  which  depicted  the  various  stages 
of  the  experimental  work  being  °  car- 
ried on  at  .liacdonald  College. 

While  Ume  was  too  limited  to  allow 
a  very  lengthy  treatise  of  each  phase 
of  the  subject,  wheal  selection  and 
breeding  was  given  special  attention, 
and  Prof,  Kllnck  dealt  with  his  obser- 
vations at  the  experimental  college, 
lie  stated  that  it  was  possibls  for  a 
owo  to  obtain  1,100  bushels  of  grain 
from  two  pounds  of  seed  at  the  end  of 
three  years,  although  this  was  extra- 
ordinarily good  fortune. 

He  pointed  out,  during  hte  lecture, 
that  there  was  noW  much  more  time 
and  attention  devoted  to  the  sto^  of 
ptant  selection  than  there  was  to  ani- 
mal breading,  the  reason  being  tlmt  It 
was  so  much  less  expensive. 

Professor  iCll nek  was  unable  to  .de- 
scribe the  tests  given  to  alfalfa,  tim- 
othy or  tho  root  crops  owiag  to  lack  of 
time,  but  he  will  have  a  further  oppor. 
tuntty  of  discoursing  upon  these  vari- 
eties this  afternoon  at  3  o'clock  and  to- 
morrow at  the  aame  time. 

The  pictures  which  Illustrated  the 
lecturer's  remarks,  w«re  of  speetal  In- 
terest.  They  showed  tha  remarkable 
uniformity  obtainable  In  wheat  and 
other  grain  cropa  Cam  aeleetlon  and 
breeding  was  also  depleted.

— First  Victoria  Passenger. 


Tlirough  railway  connections  are  now 
bclnK  maintained  over  the  Grand  Trunk 
Pactflc  transcontinental  line  between 
PHnce  Rupert  and  Toronto,  giving  direct 
service  from  the  raolflo  to  the  Atlantic. 

The  new  G.T.P.  service  became  effec- 
tive with  the  opening  of  the  new  section 
of  railroad  between  Winnipeg  and  Cech- 
fane.~  which  section  waa  built  by  the 
Dominion  Government,  and  known  aa  the 
National  Tranacontlnental,  connecting 
North  Bay  over  the  Temlakaming  and 
Northern  Ontario  Railway. 

The  flrst  westbound  train  from  Winni- 
peg waa  dispatched  on  Sunday  last,  and 
it  ta  interesting  to  note  that  a  numt>er 
of  paaaengera  from  Victoria  and  Van- 
couver travelled  over  the  new  aectlon  of 
line  with  the  inauguration  of  the  new 
tri-weekly  aervlce. 

The  flrst  Victorian  to  be  booked  over 
the  new  transcontinental  line  waa  Mr.

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Threatened  Collapse  of  De- 
fence at  Dardanelles  Causes 
Central  Empires  to  Bring 
Pressure  on  Roumania. 


I.O.NOON,  July  ll.^Reports  which 
have  reaebed  England  during  the  last 
tew  days  regarding  the  Dardanelles 
operations,  and  particularly  the  Turkish 
fear  of  defeat,  have  led  to  th»  conviction 
that  a  victory  which  will  place  Constan- 
tinople at  the  mercy  of  th4  Allies  will 
ha  reached  within  aix  weeks. 

Generally  spaaking,  thia  confldent  ex- 
pectation Is  regarded  aa  ultv.-wvttmlstlc, 
hut  it  originates  in  a  quarter  wh>ch  de- 
serves attention. 

In  this  connection  the  ftillowiaK  dis- 
patch to  Tha  Daily  Chronic's  from  its 
correspondent  at  Athena  ta  signtllcant: 

"The  great  scarcity  of  -nunltlona  in 
Turkey  Is  about  to  lead  the  O^vernments 
of  (lermany  and  Austria  ta  take  serious 
eteps.  It  has  already  been  reiwrted  that 
consignments  of  munitions  of  wsr  for 
Turkey  have  been  held  up  ir.  Kouraania. 
The  Russian  .  newspaper  R-itsky  Slovoe 
sutes  that  the  Oovernments  of  tho 
central  empires  are  preparing  a  note  to 
Roumania  on  thia  question,  which  la  one 
of  llfo  and  death  to  Austro-Uetman 
hopes  in  Turkey. 

"Enquiries  in  diplomatic  circles  tend 
to  show  that  the  Russky  ^ovoc  h  i^ste- 
ment  is  quite  correct,  it  is  learned  that 
the  note  will  take  a  form  not  unlike  •!» 
ultimatum.  Austro-Qcrman  troops  arc 
now  being  concentrated  on  tlie  Kouman- 
lan  frontier  as  a  mean/t  of  cxcrtin;;  p;  en- 
sure on  the  Bucharest  Uovcrnntent  !>e- 
fore  the  note  is  handed  to  It 

The  whole  position  of  Turkey'fi  army 
in  the  Usilipoli  Peninsula  U  In  the  tal- 
ancc.  Unless  Turkey  can  imm<>dlRiely 
obtain  considerable  supplies  of  ainmunl- 
tion,  its  army  in  the  penlnaula  \%  doomul 


to  crumble,  and  that  at  a  very  early 
date.  A  very  reliable  Informant,  says 
that  Information  received  frutr  Constan- 
tinople Is  to  the  effect  thut  present 
available  auppttes  wUI  be  exhausted  *n 
a  little  over  a  fortnight. 

"Germany  lately  has  been  speeding 
up  work  at  the  two  arsenals  which 
Turkey  has.  The  output  of  shells  has 
been  increased  from  a  few  scores  per 
day  to  600,  but  such  an  Increased  sup- 
ply is  hopelessly  inadequate  for  the 
gigantic  heeds  of  the  campaign. 

"One  week'  ago  it  became  know  that 
large  concessions  of  territory,  includ- 
ing Bessarabia,  which  Is  Russian  and 
has  not  yet  been  conquered,  had  been 
offered  by  Austria  to  Roumania  either 
to  remain  neutral  for  the  remainder  of 
the  war  or  to  Join  the  central  empire 
against  the  Entente  Allies,  and  that 
one  month  had  been  given  to  the  Bu- 
charest Government  in  which  to  mak* 
up  its  mind. 

"About  the  same  time  the  Austrian 
and  German  newspapers  began  to  pub- 
lish articles  complaining  of  the  action 
of  Roumania  in  holding  up  war  muni- 
tions which  had  1>een  conaigqed  to  Tur- 
key by  way  of  the  Roumanian  railway 
system  and  making  the  open  threat  that, 
unless  the  munitions  «rere  allowed  to 
pass,  the  indrpendence  ^  of  the  little 
kingdom  would  be  seriously  Jeopardised. 
It  was  hinted  also  that  it  would  be  the 
part  of  wisdom  to  accept  Austria's  in- 
vitation to  take  an  active  part  in  the 
war  as  an  ally  of  the  Germanic  i>owers. 

"It  was  assumed  from  this  that  It 
was  a  serious  shortage  of  ammunition 
in  Turkey  which  had  decided  Germany 
to  force  tho  situation  In  the  Balkans, 
and  If  it  be  true  that  an  ultimatum  Is 
to  be  delivered  to  Roumania  <>var  the 
munitions  question  before  the  time  al- 
lowed in  Which  to  disclose  her  position 
toward  th^  central  empires  expires,  it 
would  appear  that  the  position  of  Tur- 
key has  become  desperate  and  that 
Germany  has  information  that  the  pro- 
posal of  Tmutr^llty  nr  altlanc#  will  hp 
rejected  by  Roumania."
